Would Oppose Attack 
Kissinger Clarifies 
U.S. Policy On China

Kissinger has m ade explicit 
what was form erly only im ­ 
plied The result is what US. 
diplom ats describe as a signifi­ 
cant development in US. policy 
toward China. 
In a little-noticed statem ent 
at a H arvard news conference 
last 
Friday. 
Kissinger 
said 
publicly for th^ first tim e. “ We 
believe th at the te rrito ria l 
integrity and sovereignty of 
China is very important to the 
w orld equilibrium , and we 
would 
consider 
it 
a 
grave 
m atter if this were threatened 
by an outside power ..it would 
not be taken lightly if there 
were a 
massive assault on 
China 
Although Kissinger did not 
mention the Soviet Union, that 
is obviously the principal threat 
to China’s territory and no 
other country is in a position to 
stage a "m assive assau lt’’ on 
China. 
U S. officials said it has 
alw ays been assum ed that a 
Soviet attack on China would be 
seen as a serious threat to the 
peace by the United States, and 
this 
has 
been 
one 
of 
the 


deterrents to such an attacK 
Now that deterrence is made 
specific, in effect committing 
the United States to oppose 
such an attack 
Kissinger did not say what 
form the US. opposition would 
take. 
He also raised the possibility, 
in that sam e answ er on Friday, 
that the United States would 
consider selling arm s to the 
Chinese Asked if the United 
States would provide “any kind 
of defense equipm ent to China” 
Kissinger left open the pos­ 
sibility: 
“We have never had any 
request for the sale of arm s to 
China We have never had any 
discussions with China about 
the sale of arm s." 
The statem ent 
about 
US. 
policy toward an attack on 
China was unexpected by State 
Departm ent officials. But, it 
has been learned, it was a 
deliberate low-key statem ent of 
US intentions, which go consid­ 
erably beyond the 1972 Shang­ 
hai 
C om m unique’s 
w ords 
concerning “norm alization of 
relations.”

Kissinger plays China policy 
close to his vest and only a few 


close associates are informed 
of his discussions with Chinese 
officials. Two US. officials said 
that the Kissinger statem ent 
caused “pandem onium ” when 
it was first received at the State 
Departm ent. 
But these officials said it was 
not occasioned by any intelli­ 
gence that the Soviets were 
planning an attack 
US. intelligence reports indi­ 
cate that 
the Soviets 
have 
slightly more than 1 million 
troops, including at least two 
divisions equipped with tactical 
nuclear weapons, on the Chi­ 
nese border. 
The officials also said they 
think the critical period in the 
Chinese political struggle has 
passed, and Prem ier Hua Kuo- 
feng appears to have emerged 
as the clear victor 
in his 
struggle against Mao’s widow, 
Chiang Ching, and the so-called 
radical group. 
H ow ever, w hen K issinger 
m ade his statem ent on Friday, 
the issue was still in the balance 
and there was the possibility 
that the turmoil would spread, 
tem pting the Soviets to take 
advantage of the situation.

Jam es A 
Rhodes, cam e on a 23-10 vote 
Monday night after 2< 2 hours of 
floor debate. It was the first 
time in mem ory of veteran 
law m akers that a state official 
has been removed during a 
special session of the Ohio 
General Assembly. 
M ajority D em ocrats split 
down 
the 
m iddle 
on 
the 
dism issal, complaining of pres­ 
sure from the governor and the 
news m edia, and warning of a 
budding scandal in the OIC and 
Bureau of W orkmen’s Compen­ 
sation which they said would 
stretch back into Rhodes’ first 
term in the 1960s. 
Rhodes, a Republican who 
had 
re p la ce d Stebbins 
as 
chairm an of the OIC last April 
and called the special pre­ 
election legislative session to 
remove him from the com m is­ 
sion, im m ediately claimed vic­ 
tory for “ the working men and 
women of Ohio.” 
“The working people have 
won, but it hasn’t been easy,” 
the governor said in a prepared 


statem ent. 
“ Our people are 
entitled to decisive action in the 
face of corruption, not the six 
months of indecisive, politically 
motivated wavering we have 
seen.” 
The dism issal m eans Rhodes 
is now able to name a successor 
for Stebbins 
on

Stebbins, an 
appointee of

Arabs Okay Cease-fire In Lebanon

(U P I) — Six Arab leaders have 
signed an agreem ent calling for 
a 
c ease-fire 
throughout 
Lebanon Thursday 
and 
the 
creation of a 30,000-man Arab 
peace-keeping force to impose 
the truce on the w arring fac­ 
tions. 
The plan, approved Monday, 
was designed to restore peace 
to the w ar-rav a g ed nation 
within a maximum two months. 
The leaders said the ceasefire 
should be followed by the with­ 
draw al of gunmen and the 
“removal of arm ed manifesta-, 
tions” within 10 days and the 
arrival of the peace-keeping 
force within two weeks. 
They m ade it c le a r the 
P a le stin ian s 
w ill 
have 
to 
refrain from intervention in 


Lebanon’s domestic affairs by 
implementing the 1969 Cairo 
ag ree m e n t, w hich confines 
Palestinian guerrillas to their 
refugee cam ps and the Arkoub 
section of southeast Lebanon. 
The sum m it set up a joint 
Arab com m ittee to supervise 
implementation of the Cairo 
accord within 45 days from the 
arrival of the peace-keeping 
force. 
This m eant in effect that 
Palestinian forces will have to 
break up their alliance with 
Lebanese leftists and withdraw 
from positions they hold now in 
Beirut, Sidon and Tripoli and a 
string of villages southeast of 
Beirut.

The city of Salem can spend 
federal revenue sharing funds 
in a larger variety of ways 
follow ing P resid e n t F o rd ’s 
signing of a new three and 
three-quarter year extension of 
the program last week 
The new modified program 
has fewer restrictions than the 
o rig in al fiv e-y ear p ro g ram . 
Spending category 
priorities 
have been lifted and the new 
law allows the funds to be used 
as m atching money for other 
fed eral 
g ra n ts 
- 
it 
w as 
p reviously 
banned 
in 
the 
original legislation. 
Mayor Frank D. Dauria said 
in the past the money was spent 
on street construction, m ajor 
equipment 
expenditures, 
the 
library and public recreation, 
such a s 
* 1 
lighting and 
resurfacing 
the tennis courts 
in Centennu 
Park. 
However, the city still cannot 
use the money to m atch or co­ 
fund public works act money it 
might receive. 
City Auditor Frances Dickey 
noted Monday the city received 
a revenue sharing check Oct. 6 
totaling $58,333 as the first 
m oney in the seventh e n ­ 
titlem ent period, running from 
July 1 to Dec. 31 of this year. 
She said the next check is ex­ 
pected in January of 1977. 
The Oct. 6 check is up some 
$4,348 from the last check of 
$53,985, but the amount will now 
probably stabalize. 


To Get $894.470 
T he city is expected 
to 
receive 
$894,470 in 
revenue 
sharing funds over the next 
three and three-quarter years. 
Some $174,635 reportedly will 
be received in the first nine 
m onths of 1977. 


Previously the money could 
be used for capital outlay and 
o p e ratin g and m ain ten an ce 
expenses. The old bill called for 
eight 
p rio rity 
spending 
c ate g o rie s including public 
s a f e t y , 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
p ro tectio n , 
public 
tr a n ­ 
sportation, health, recreation, 
library, social services for the 
aged and poor and financial 
adm inistration The money also 
could be used in g en eral 
governm ent, education, social 


and economic development. 
With 
m ore 
re stric tio n s 
removed, the city now can use 
the money even for salaries, 
Mrs Dickey said. 
More Citizen Work 
The new law requres more 
citizen participation in spen­ 
ding decisions. Mrs. Dickey 
said notification received in 
City Hall indicates more public 
hearings on the use of the 
money are expected in addition 
to the regular budget hearings. 
The government also expects 
more publicity on the spending. 
In signing the bill, President 
Ford said revenue sharing puts 
the spending decisions more in 
the hands of local officials 
instead of “bureaucrats on the 


banks of the Potomac. 
Mrs. Dickey reported the city 
keeps the money in its own trust 
fund 
“in 
order 
to keep a 
com plete audit tr a il.’’ She 
added the fed eral officials 
expect “every penny” to be 
accounted for. 
The anti-discrim ination parts 
of the law also have been m ade 
stiffer. 
Any local program or project 
funded all or in part with 
revenue sh arin g m oney is 
prohibited from discrim inating 
on the basis of race, color, 
religion, 
sex, 
age, 
national 
origin or handicap. Current law 
mentions discrim ination only 
on grounds

race, 
color, 
national origin and sex.

COLUMBUS (UPI) - State 
Issue 4 is designed to provide 
minimal am ounts of gas and 
electricity at a cut rate to help 
out the poor and elderly. 
T rouble is, according to 
opponents, the proposal will 
harm the very people it is 
trying to help. 


Issue 4 would set a ceiling on 
rates for “ lifeline" amounts of 
gas and electricity used by 
resid en tial co n su m ers. The 
“lifeline” am ount, as deter­ 
mined by Ohioans for Utility 
Reform (OUR), is the mini­ 
mum amount needed for an 
acceptable standard of living. 


With Issue 4, a gas company 
would be allowed to charge no 
more than its average rate for 


all residential consum ers for 
the first 30,000 cubic feet each 
month between Oct. 15 and 
April 15 For the next 20,000 
cubic feet, the charge could go 
no higher than 50 per cent 
above the average rate. 
OUR reports, for exam ple, 
that Columbus custom ers of 
Columbia Gas of Ohio used an 
average of 20,975 cubic feet on 
gas per month during the six 
coldest months of 1974. 
The organization reports sav­ 
ings at that rate of consumption 
w ould be at least $6 88 a month, 
or 
20 per 
cent. 
N aturally, 
residents in northern counties 
would use more gas and would 
not save as much 
The sam e “ lifeline” rates 
would apply to the first 400 
kilowatt hours of electricity per 


month. For existing all-electric 
homes, it would be the first 
2,000 kilowatt hours in winter 
and the first 400 between April 
15 and Oct. 
15 
Future all­ 
electric homes would not be 
rewarded with lifeline rates, 
penalizing their use 


The average Columbus cus­ 
tomer of Columbus & Southern 
Ohio E lectric Co 
used 552 
kilowatt hours a month in 1975, 
according 
to OUR 
If 
they 
dropped this to 400, they could 
save about 
$4.63 a 
month. 
Savings would vanish at be­ 
tween 800 and 900 kilowatt 
hours. 
Electric and gas companies 
would not be allowed to raise 
lifeline rates to offset revenue 
losses, nor would thev be able to 


add on fuel cost surcharges 
without prior approval of the 
P ublic U tilities C om m ission 
through the normal hearing 
process. 
Revenue losses would have to 
be made up by other users, such 
as industrial and comm ercial 
customers. 
Although OUR believes the 
lifeline rates would save money 
for minimal users and encour­ 
age conservation, Citizens for 
Safe, Lower Cost Electricity 
(CSLCE) believes the higher 
cost of gas and electricity for 
business and industrial users 
would merely be passed back to 
consum ers.. 
CSLCE also m aintains that 
minimum users are often the 
affluent who are 
away 
on 
vacation in w inter and who 


would get lifeline rates at the 
expense of others. 
The sam e group objects to 
writing such restrictive lan­ 
guage in the Constitution, and 
complains there are already 
government agencies assigned 
to 
identify 
and 
help 
the 
disadvantaged without placing 
such a burden on the gas and 
electric companies 
California 
is implementing 
lifeline utility ra te s, w hile 
Michigan and Georgia 
havç 
alternative program s for cus­ 
tomers using minimal amounts 
of fuels.

GNP Expands 4 Per Cent 
U.S. Growth Rate 
Continues To Slow 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation’s economic growth rate 
slowed for the second consecu­ 
tive q u arter between July and 
Septem ber as the "real” Gross 
National Product expanded by 
4 per cent, the government said 
today. 
In its prelim inary report, the 
Commerce 
Departm ent 
said 
the total dollar value of the 
nation’s output of goods and 
services grew at the slowest 
annual rate since the fourth 
quarter of last year when the 
economy expanded by only 3.3 
per cent. 
The modest third quarter 
figure of 4 per cent was sub­ 
stantially less than the ad­ 
m inistration had hoped. The 
GNP grew at rates of 4.5 per 
cent in the second quarter and 
9 2 per cent rate in the first 
quarter. 
D espite the disappointing 
grow th 
in 
the 
GNP, 
the 
departm ent had some good 
news on the inflation front. The 
C06 t of living, as m easured by 
GNP indicators, declined from 
5.2 per cent in the second

quarter to'4.4 per cent in the 
third. 
Although 
the

growth rate was. far less than 
the 5 per cent adm inistration 
economists had predicted ear- 
liar this year, it nevertheless 
represented the sixth consecu 
tive quarter the GNP has ex­ 
panded 
The last time the "real” GNP 
—total output stripped of in 
Ration—declined was in the 
first quarter of 1975 when the 
nation was in the midst of 
recession. 


The Commerce Departm ent 
reported that the real GNP was 
$1.272 trillion for the 
third 
quarter. All m ajor components 
increased with the exception of 
export 
sales 
and 
inventory 
investment 


C om m erce officials

today’s report 
is based 
on 
prelim inary data, particularly 
for exports and inventories, and 
that the GNP will ultimately be 
revised. They did not indicate

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Advice Is 'Get Help' 
Rochester Man Drills On-Farm Gas Well 


Farm Editor 
George Hawk knew there was 
natural gas under his home in 
northeastern West Township 
He had dabbled with a drilling 
rig as a boy, but had never 
really learned how to drill—a 
task he now describes as “an 
a rt.” 
All things considered, 
the 
constant flame that now gently 
m urm urs in his house’s base­ 
ment coal furnace is glowing 
testim o n y to p erserv ere n ce, 
available gas, and some skilled 
help at just the right times 
Hawk decided to put down his 
own well about a year ago when 
the family realized his wife, 
Twvlla, would not be able to 
shovel coal through another 
w inter because of back injuries. 
The family lives at 7273 Ro­ 
chester Rd., East Rochester. 
George works as a m ainte­ 
nance man and lathe operator 
at Sugardale Meats in Canton. 
Com mercial drilling was out, 
for gas firm s would not drill a 
well less than 3,000 feet deep, 
and w ater well drillers didn’t 
want to go lower than 550 feet. 
From what his father had told 
him of an earlier well on the 
farm and data on well logs he 
had gotten from the State De­ 
partm ent of N atural Resources 
on other wells in his area, he 
knew he had to go from 600-800 
feet, probably about 750 feet 
HAWK PURCHASED a used 
rig, and chose a spot for the 
well 
Ray Grimm of Home- 
worth checked out the area with 
a divining rod, and suggested 
out a spot 100 feet west. George 
figured two guesses were better 
than one The sam e location 
w as 
v erified 
in a 
second 
divining test made later by one 
of R ay’s sons 
Another one of Ray’s 11 sons, 
most of whom make their liveli­ 
hood from drilling, cam e to be 
Hawk's drilling mentor. Lee, of 
Coshocton, told him 
to get 
different tools—the rope socket, 
jars, stem and bit, heavy iron 
parts 
that 
actually 
do 
the 
drilling. 
He 
p u rch ased 
eight-inch 
drive pipe from Keystone Pipe 
and Supply in Columbiana, and 
drove down 75 feet in two days. 
But it w asn’t long until the pipe 
was full of gravel back up to 
only a 50 foot depth 


Lee cam e back to the site, 
and said the pipe had stopped in 
the m idst of a gravel bed. 
Water pressure was forcing the 
surrounding m aterial up the 
opening 
IN EARLY D ECEM BER, 
Hawk had driven additional 
drive pipe down to 120 feet, and 
started drilling again. When he 
reached 160 feet at 9 p.m. New 
Y ear's Day, his hole caved in, 
the rig’s cable broke and his 
tools were left in the hole. 
This tim e, Bill Grimm cam e 
to 
inspect 
the 
situation. 
George's “fishing” tool wasn’t 
able to retrieve the lost tools, 
but Bill brought in another 
piece that was able to bring the 
tools back up. 
With the drive pipe lowered a 
third time, down to 156 feet, the 
hole becam e crooked at 190feet 
and the tools kept hitting the 
bottom of the pipe on the up­ 
ward stroke. Hawk put down 
200 feet of seven-inch pipe to 
straighten things out, a move 
that necessitated his exchange 
of the 6»4-inch casing he had 
stored up for sm aller 512-inch 
stock 
About this tim e, George says 
“I realized that for an am ateur 
to go out and do the job, he was 
lost.” He got Bill to do all the 
rest of the actual drilling. From 
that point on, “ I became a tool 
dresser instead of a driller" he 


AT THE END OF MARCH, 
George renewed his determ ina­ 
tion to get gas out of the hole, 
and vowed not to shave until the 
fuel was flowing. Snapshots in 
the family album show quite a 
growth on fath er’s face just 
before his beard cam e off after 
Labor Day. 
S atu rd ay of th at holiday 
weekend, the gas sand (Berea 
level sandstone) was hit at 721 
feet and it lasted down to 759 
feet. Drilling stopped at 760 
feet. 
The well was yielding 4,000 
cubic feet of gas per day at 
about 20 pounds pressure, a 
flow that com m ercial gas firms 
would plug and forget, and one 
that Hawk wanted to improve 
upon. 
FORTY QUARTS of nitro­ 
glycerine inserted in canisters 
from the 747 to 721-foot level 
provided sufficient explosion to 
fa cilitate a m uch-increased 
flow. The current flow potential 
is about 20,000 cubic feet at 75 
pounds pressure. A regulator 
stops down the flow to two of 
Hawk’s three houses on the 
farm to about three pounds.

And even p re ssu re in the 
ounces would be sufficient, he 
says. 
t o insure Hawk lived up to 
state drilling and installation 
regulations, a state inspector 
was on hand for the nitro 
shooting and for the cementing 
in of the well. The latter step is 
required to seal off the various 
levels of w ater. 
Cement is 
pum ped betw een the outer 
drive pipe and the sm aller 
casing. 
Hawk has already sold the 
rig, so that part of his invest­ 
m ent 
has 
been 
mostly 
re­ 
covered. But was the. $15,000 
total cost worth it? 
He thinks so, and for more 
than just the enjoym ent he de­ 
rived from the success. “You 
don’t know what the price of 
fuel will be in 10 years. If I live 
to be 70 or 80, I’ll be sitting by a 
fire I’m not paying for. I can 
use my social security check 
for something else.” 
HE 
HAS 
O FFERED 
two 
acres to each of his three chil­ 
dren, and foresees their grand­ 
children drawing fuel from the 
sam e Berea sand. 
His advice to persons con­ 
sidering a sim ilar move is to 
“ fig u re on som ebody 
who 
knows what they’re doing to run 
the rig. It’s no case of just 
m aking the cable go up and 
down. Drilling is an a rt.” 
Hawk explains the telling 
ability of a driller is the feel for 
the cable speed and the raising 
and lowering sequence for the 
tools The natural torque in the 
steel cable, when weight is 
applied to it, provides the force 
to spin the drill bit. 
The bit is dropped, spinning, 
to hit the bottom of the well, and 
m ust be raised up again before 
it completely stops, Hawk said. 
When he got to the 250 foot he 
adm its he couldn’t tell if he was 
drilling “or standing still.” At 
one point where he was making 
only a half-foot per hour, Bill 
Grim m cam e on the scene, 
adjusted cable speed and se­ 
quence, and upped the rate to 10 
feet per hour. 
HAWK FEELS he did the job 
about as economically as he 
could, though the process was 
rather strung out longer than 
an experienced driller would 
have needed. 
He hopes to eventually run 
his hot w ater heater, stove, 
dryer, and perhaps a generator 
to make electricity on the gas. 
At present, the only use in his 
house is the furnace, where a 
pipe comes up through the 
grates in the cpal stove and 
stops just above the level where 
the bed of coals would be He 
has two gas furnaces he hopes 
to install now that the well is 
completed. 
.’he year-long episode has left 
its m ark on Hawk, and kindled 
a yearning to do some more 
drilling But that ambition, he 
speculates, is “only a pipe 
d ream .”

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Quality O r Equality? 


Despite \ iolence and massive resistance in 
Boston and a few other cities, school busing is 
working, says the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights. 
Since the Supreme Court's landmark decision 
in 1954 outlawing deliberately segregated public 
schools, and as 
the 
result of subsequent 
ret moments of that decision, some 250 schools 
around the country have been desegregated by 
court order 
Many others have desegregated 
voluntarily. 
In a recently released Study based on hearings 
m Boston. Denver. Louisville, Tampa and 29 
other 
cities, 
the 
commission reports 
th at 
desegregation is being accomplished peacefully 
in most areas 
Even in Boston, says commission ch airm an 
A rthur S. Flemm ing, “ we received testim ony 
from one school after another that indicated it 
was working.” 
Flem m ing urges Congress to provide m ore 
money for desegregation and to repeal a law 
banning the use of federal funds for the tra n ­ 
sportation of students. 
"There is no alternative to busing V he say s. 
We have identified the fact that in all instances, 
n order to break up the segregated system , it b e­ 
comes necessary to reassign pupils." 
SCHOOL DESEGREGATION DOES cause 
problem s, 
he 
acknowledges, such 
as 
the 
disruption of schedules, and may be a factor in 
the flight to the suburbs But such problem s 
should be regarded as opportunities, he say s, 
and not be used as justification "for turning our 
backs on the Constitution of the United S tates. ” 
The Constitution of the United States, of 
course, says nothing about school busing, and 
many people would like to change that. O thers 
are w ndering why, if it was wrong in the past to 
m 
black child to an inferior school — and it 
m ost certainly was w rong— it is now right to bus 
a white child" to the sam e presumably inferior 
school for the sake of racial balance. 
Be that as it may, a constitutional am endm ent 
prohibiting busing on racial grounds does not 
appear likely, and Flemming is correct when he 
savs »here is no alternative to busing to a tta in 


desegregated schools — not, that is, until the root 
cause of segregated schools today is somehow 
changed And that is the housing patterns and 
city-suburban 
m akeup of our 
m etropolitan 
areas 
Which m eans that school busing is here to stay 
in the United States, because it will be a long 
time, if ever, before a residential racial balance 
acceptable to the courts and civil rights leaders 
exists in this country 
THUS THE PRESSURE FOR BUSING cannot 
be let up for one minute, otherwise the simple 
fact of where people live would quickly result in 
a 
retu rn 
to 
predom inately 
black 
or 
predominately white schools in every city where 
busing has been ordered 
As Flem m ing says. "If we retreat in this area, 
it will condemn the foundation upon which the 
whole civil rights movement rests." 
The disturbing factram ains, however, that the 
foundation uponW hich the civil rights movement 
has come to rest so heavily today is nothing less 
than this: The decree by the law that a certain 
child must attend a certain school because he is 
of a certain race 
Perhaps the end in this case will eventually 
justify the m eans But we really won t know for 
generations. 
In the m eantim e, while it is good to hear that 
busing is w orking as far as its logistic and 
mechanical aspects are concerned, what we 
would like to see soon is evidence that it is also 
beginning 
to achieve its fundam ental 
and 
ultimate goal — that not only are black and white 
children going to school together in America but 
that all of them are receiving the best education 
it is possible to give them. 
It is this, not m ere numerical balance in the 
schools, that the Constitution ought to mean 
when it speaks of equality under the law And it 
is this that we a re in danger and turning our 
backs on in the emphasis on busing.

staff people are projecting a

In their 
optim istic view, C arter will 
c a rry 
M iam i, T am pa 
and 
Jack so n v ille by im pressive 
m argins, and will break even in 
the panhandle where onetime 
W allace supporters are drifting 
back to the C arter column 
THE FORD PEO PLE, natur­ 
ally. dispute these predictions 


In their own partisan view. 
C arter is losing ground, not 
gaining it. Sen. John Tower of 
Texas w as in Miami a few days 
ago, but about the best he could 
say is that Florida is still “win- 
na’ble.” T he Republicans have 
a c an d id ate running against 
Sen 
Law ton Chiles, a Belle 
Glade physician by the nam e of 
John G rady. Tower says Dr 
Gradv is “winnable" too. but 
the opinion is not widely held 
F lo rid a's substantial Jewish 
vote is generally expected to go 
to C arter. The Cuban vote, 
which is potentially large but 
actually fairly small, ap p ar­ 
ently will be divided. The “old 
folk's," one is told, will go to 
C arter in the thought that a

A veteran political w riter in

their horns are rem arkably

IT IS MORE or less the sam e 
picture in South Carolina.

student poll had turned up two- 
to-one for Carter, and many of 
the faculty were planning to 
vote for Carter. But of passion, 
there was none. There was less 
enthusiasm for Ford than for 
Carter, but there was no great 
enthusiasm for either one 
North Carolina and Virginia 
appear to offer better hopes for 
the P re sid e n t's cam p aig n .

Toss in three from the 
District of Columbia, and you 
wind up with % — m ore than 
one-third of the 270 electoral 
votes needed for victory Deep 
in the heart of Dixie, that pros­ 
pect ought to evoke rebel yells 
of jubilation.

WASHINGTON - Led by the 
youngest and newest team of 
"militants and “impassioned“ 
national labor leaders on this 
front, the Am erican Federation 
of Governm ent Employes has 
officially launched its drive to 
unionize the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and M arine Corps 
Their slogan has it that any 
uniformed m an or woman in 
this nation’s federal volunteer 
defense forces is eligible for a 
union card; for the right of 
re p re se n tatio n 
by 
a 
shop 
stew ard on land, sea and yes, in 
the air, across the table from 
the highest brass; and to picket 
any base, airfield, Navy in­ 
stallation or the Pentagon it­ 
self. 
And picket, not only in pro­ 
test, but to slow and even stop 
the services. 
All this is the impact of an 
over-the-top resolution passed 
virtually unnoticed during the 
final crowded, almost howling 
hours of the AFGE’s biennial 
national convention in Las 
Vegas on Thursday, Sept. 23 
Lim itations on the scope and 
power of shop stewards, new 
m ilitary union officials and 
th eir g riev an ce m achinery 
aren’t spelled out There has 
been som e AFGE talk of 
cautious use of any new union 
power in the field during war 
and peace and even during 
m aneuvers and w ar games But 
little restraint has been written 
into the final unionize-the-uni- 
formed resolution. Thus, as 
always, the day-by-day action 
will be in the hands of those on 
the shop floor — meaning at the 
U.S. bases, supply centers and 
airfields here and overseas. 
Further, this constitutional 
resolution has been intricately 
interwoven with the conven­ 
tion’s approval for the slowing 
of the government by its m em ­ 
bers workinglto-rule, or by the 
book, and to picket, even 
without an official strike call. 
TH ERE’S PROVISION for 
the creation of a strike w ar fund 
— by taking a nickel a month a 
m em ber out of the national per 
capita dues. Thus the hope is to 
pay strike relief. But to whom? 
Strikes, slowdowns and inter­ 
ference with 
the uniformed 
services are illegal and punish­ 
able by imprisonment. 
T here’s 
no 
doubt 
of 
the 
AFGE’s determ ination to sign 
up the millions of uniformed 
fighting personnel. Records of 
the union itself describe the 
appeal for such a cam paign by 
the new president, Kenneth T 
B laylock, 
a 
41-year-old 
Southerner, as “impassioned.” 
This is true of the others on 
the new top AFGE gung-ho 
Bible Quotes 


“ But ye, brethren, be not 
But ye, Dretnren, De not 
....* 
w eary 
in 
well 
doing.” 
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“team ,” executive vice presi­ 
dent Joe Gleason, 49-year-old 
veteran of the aggressive New 
York-New Jersey area District 
2, and national secretary-treas­ 
urer, 38-year-old N ick. Nolan. 
They were in office but a few 
hours when Blaylock hit the 
mike and called for action on 
the arm ed forces front. He got 
it. The AFGE gave it to him, 
with enough scope to unionize 
the two Vikings on M ars. 
This 
new 
co n stitu tio n al 
clause says: 
“All employes of the U.S. 
government, and any of its in­ 
stru m en ta litie s of w hatever 
nature, including m ilitary per­ 
sonnel of the arm ed forces and 
of the District of Columbia and 
all other 
persons 
providing 
th eir personal se rv ice s in­ 
directly to the U.S. govern­ 
m ent” (are eligible for union­ 
ization and will now be pro­ 
selytized — V.R.) 
This cam paign to unionize the 
enlisted men and women of 
Am erica’s arm ed forces comes 
with built-in strategic bases 
Literally Fully half the AFGE 
membership already works for 


the D epartm ent of Defense as 
civilians. They’ve been active 
for years. 
Just to pick a few sites where 
A FG E 
has m aneuvered — 
there a re the H eadquarters 
U.S. A rm y Field A rtillery 
Center a t Fort Sill, Okla., U.S. 
Tank Automotive Command, 
W arren, Mich., Army and Air 
Force Exchange Service, So. 
Texas Area Exchange, Lack­ 
land Air Force Base, Texas, the 
D epartm ent of Defense, Air 
National Guard, 147th Fighter 
Group, 
Texas 
Air 
National 
G uard. 
Austin and 
Defense 
Supply Agency Defense Con­ 
tract Administration Services, 
Akron, Cleveland, Columbus, 
Ohio. 
THERE ARE MANY m ore 
such 
D efense 
D ep artm en t 
installations. In these, what the 
AFGE civilian shop stew ards 
and local officials need do is 
m erely to walk into the m ess or 
down som e military street or 
movie lobby to sign up enlisted 
personnel. 
Not for a while will labor’s 
national leadership, or A FG E’s 
for that m atter, realize the full 
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significance 
of 
such 
arm ed 
forces 
unionization. 
Already 
some unions in the field have 
attem pted to change National 
Guard policy on training and 
placing of detachm ents 
I ’ve just been 
in 
Europe 
where there are m ilitary per­ 
sonnel (u n ifo rm ed ) unions 
Most of these consist of draf­ 
tees. Thus they are under strict 
law. 
O urs 
is a 
voluntary 
defense force. It differs from 
that of G erm any’s transport 
and 
civil 
se rv ice 
union, 
Holland’s W D M , and their 
Swedish and Belgian counter­ 
parts In Europe, it isn’t easy 
going for 
the 
au th o ritie s. 
G erm an g e n e ra ls have re ­ 
signed in the face of rank-and- 
file surliness and arrogance. 
So it won’t be all cash across 
the 
AFGE’s 
dues 
windows. 
There are several anti-m ilitary 
unionization 
bills 
in 
the 
Congress. 
But if the union's new leader­ 
ship team is serious and suc­ 
cessful, the U.S. will go Eu­ 
ropean sw ifter than the Con­ 
corde with high gale-speed tail­ 
winds.

Cincinnati pitching staff as well 
as the fact the Reds haven't 
been as successful in World 
Series competion as their 
reputations suggest. Cincinnati 
pitching lacks a leader on a par 
with such outstanding stars as 
Jim Palmer of the Baltimore 
Orioles and Don Sutton of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers — and 
pitching can be the key factor in 
a short series. 
This is the Reds’ fourth World 
Series appearance in seven 
years. They lost the 1970 Series 
to the Orioles in five games and 
the 1972 Series to the Oakland 
A’s in seven games before 
beating the Boston Red Sox in 
seven games in the 1975 Series. 
They entered this Series with a 
1-2 mark in Series wonlost and 
an 8-11 record in games won­ 
lost. 
If the Reds win tonight they'll 
be a .500 club in games won and 
lost in Series competition At 
the same time, they are seeking 
to become the first National 
League team 
to win two 
straight World Series since the 
1921-22 New York Giants. 
Such statistics don’t win or 
lose games, however, and the 
Reds surely have lived up to 
their rave notices in sweeping 
the Philadelphia Phillies 
in 
three straight N L playoff 
games and winning the first two 
games of the Series against the 
Yankees 
Their top-to-bottom hitting 
keeps constant pressure on 
their rivals. They have good 
power and outstanding speed 
Their speed on the basepaths 
leads to mistakes by rival 
pitchers and fielders and then 
to big innings when Cincinnati 
power hitters unload. 
The Yankees scored only four 
runs in the first two games and 
don’t have a slugger in the 
Ruthian tradition 
But they, 
too, have a run of solid hitters in 
Mickey Rivers, Thurman Mun­ 
son, Chris Chambliss and Graig 
Nettles and bring good hitters 
off the bench in Carlos May, 
Lou Piniella and others They 
could "wear out” Cincinnati 
pitching in any given game and 
it would be surprising if some of

The 8th US. Circuit Court of 
Appeals Monday said the rule 
"constitutes an unreasonable 
restraint of trade” in violation 
of the Sherman Antitrust Act. 
The court 
disagreed 
with 
owners, who said the rule was 
necessary for league balance, 
and agreed with players that it 
unfairly restricted their ability 
to negotiate with other clubs 
after 
completing 
their 
con­ 
tracts. 
The rule provides that when a 
player completes his contract 
and signs with another club, the 
signing club must provide 
compensation to the player’s 
form er club. If the two clubs 
cannot agree on the compensa­ 
tion. NFL Commissioner Pete 
R ozelle determ ines 
a 
fair 
compensation in the form of 
draft choices or other players. 
In upholding a lower-court 
opinion invalidating the rule, 
the appeals court cited testimo­ 
ny by players, who said their 
careers were ended premature- 
lv because team s interested in 
them would not agree 
to 
com pensate their former clubs. 
The appeals court ruling said 
in a 36-page opinion that the 
Rozelle Rule must be voided 
because it was not formulated 
in collective bargaining, had no 
time limit on its application and 
gives the player “no input into 
the 
process 
by 
which 
fair 
compensation is determined.” 
The appeals court said there 
w as su fficien t evid en ce to 
support argum ents that the rule 
“operates to restrict a player’s 
ability to move from one team

to another and depresses player 
salaries.” 
The NFL teams, which ap­ 
pealed the lower-court ruling, 
argued that the rule prevents 
players from flocking to richer 
teams in more glamorous cities 
and comfortable climates to 
maintain a competitive balance 
among the league. The owners 
also said the rule protects a 
club’s investment in a player 
and allows a team to develop 
cohesion by cutting down on 
player movements.

tion the doctor holds the fork 
in front of the ear The normal 
ear w ill s till hear the 
vibrations 
With otosclerosis or bone 
growth deafness the patient 
w ill not s till hear the 
vibrations when the fork is 
held in front of the ear 
because hearing then depends 
upon 
the sound waves 
vibrating the tiny ear bones 
The tiny bones have grown 
together from the abnormal 
bone formation An operation 
frees the tiny bones or through 
other surgical techniques 
makes it possible to hear 
sound vibrations in the air 
The 
patient 
with 
otosclerosis hears the 
vibrations of the tuning fork 
pressed against the skull 
because the skull bones 
transmit the vibrations direct­ 
ly to the nerve mechanism 
These people can often hear 
over the telephone much 
better than they can hear the 
spoken voice. Why0 Because 
the receiver is held against 
the ear and the skull bones 
pick up the vibrations. 
The tiny bones just inside 
the ear drum are called the 
hammer, anvil and stirrup 
because they resemble these 
objects. When sound waves 
strike the ear drum the
